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HEN I firfl determined on publifliuig thepre- 
fent pamphlet, it was my intention to have presented 
the Public with a Work not inferior to the one pub- 
limed by that indefatigable man, and meritorious Au- 
thor, Mr. Ma the w Carey, of Philadelphia ; and to 
accomplifh this defirable object, I applied to feveral 
medical friends to write a Diflertation upon the dif- 
eafe, with a flatement of fuch important fatts as came 
within their knowledge, and promifed to furnifh them 
with all that I could obtain. In this pleafing anticipa- 
tion, however, I have been much difappointed, for 
each and all declined undertaking the buiinefs, for lo- 
cal reafons. I mention this circumftance as an apolo- 
gy for my coming forward, I truft, before an indulgent 
Public. The great fatisfaclion which many Grangers 
may derive from perufing an accurate lift cf the 
deaths, and thereby dilcovciing, in a degree, whether 
or not, their friends and connexions are Hill living, in- 
duced me to procure the flatement which is annexed 
to the Work. 

It is not my intention to hazard any opinion what- 
ever, upon the difeafe, whether imported or originat- 
ing in local caufes; but limply to collect the feveral 
letters and other publications which have appeared on 
the fubject, and which I conceive will be found any 
wav interesting or fatisfactory to the reader. The 
proceedings of the Health Committee, the different 
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letters, EfjV. are arranged agreeable to the dates on 
which they appeared. 

Perhaps it may be confidered a duty incumbent on 
me to fay fomething concerning the iituation of the 
city, previous to the introduction or appearance of the 
difeafe : and in thefe remarks, as well as in any others 
I may have occafion to offer, I mail be as laconic as 
the nature of the fubjeft will permit. 

New York was, doubtlefs, one of the moll increaf- 
ing and fiouriihing cities in ihe United States. Some 
idea may be formed of its rapid population, by remark- 
ing, that in the year 1791 it contained about 4,700 
families, and in May 1795 about 9,000. This ffate- 
ment is from the City Directory, which is annually tak- 
en. Since the commencement of the prefent war be- 
tween France and the combined defpots, the necelfaries 
of life had progreffively rifen, till they had arrived at 
an enormous price, and in many particulars beyond 
what was ever remembered here before. Such is the 
effect the war had, and flill continues to have on Ame- 
rica, at leaf! this part of it, notwithstanding our boa/led 
neutrality: What is flill more diftrefling, the rife of mecha- 
nical labour had by no means been equal, or bore a jufl 
proportion to the former. The one had rifen, in many in- 
stances, an hundred per cent, while the other, generally 
fpeaking,had not rife more than from twenty-five to thir- 
ty. The rent of houfes had alfo nearly doubled, particu- 
larly thofe which were lituated in the mofl public Itreets. 

Thefe circumflances rendered it difficult for people 
hi moderate ftations, to do more than maintain and edu- 
cate their families. The city, however, was fall in- 
creafing in luxury and pride, thofe barriers to happi- 
nefs ; and many who confidered virtue and not num- 
bers, the ftrengih of a republic, dreaded the future 
confequences. Splendor, pomp, and diffipation, were 
at a fhameful height. Money was in great demand : 
The intereit frequently given was from two to three 
per cent a month.

In confequence of the enormous price of rents, ma- 
ny families, particularly among the Irifh emigrants, 
were reduced to the neceflity of living, or rather exit- 
ing, in damp cellars, and among this clafs of people it 
will be found that the diforder was mofl prevalent, and 
operated mofl powerfully. I believe it may be iafely 
afTerted, that a very large proportion of thofe, in tole- 
rable fituations, who had proper medical aid in the ear- 
ly flages of the diforder, and were regularly attended 
afterwards, perfectly recovered in the courfe of ten or 
fifteen days. 

I fliall now proceed to a few remarks on the general 
fymptoms of the difeafe. 

" THIS malady, in many inflances, has been pre- 
ceded by an unufual flow of fpirits, though for the 
mofl part a degree of flupor has been obferved ; fome 
hodrs after they are attacked with violent pains in the 
head, back and loins : The bowels are extremely cof- 
tive, feldom yielding but to powerful purgatives, and 
the tongue foon becomes confiderably foul. In fome 
cafes, the pulfe is flrong and tenfe ; the countenance 
flufhed ; the eyes greatly inflamed ; the pains more, 
violent, and refpiration very laborious. In others, and 
more particularly thofe of a {lender habit of body, the 
pulfe is weak, though frequent; the face rather pale 
and of a yellowifli tinge ; a conflant defire for fleep ; 
forenefs over the whole fyflem, and extreme debility. 
About the third and fourth days the fymptoms become 
more violent; the tongue is dry and covered with a 
black fcurf ; the appetite greatly impaired ; refpiration 
more difficult ; the pulfe fcarcely to be difcerned ; Hid- 
den flartings, when in a dofe, as though affrighted ; a 
fen fe of weight around the prcucordia ; the body more 
yellow, but particularly the face and breafl; the ex- 
tremities cold; the flomach unable to retain its con- 
tents, and what is thrown up in vomiting, has the ip- 
p earanceof black coffee grounds; a hemorrhage of the 
fauces, and frequently a discharge of blood with the 
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ftools, which were now perfectly black; ronvujfive 
motions of the fuperior extremities, and ihortly death 
terminated the fcene. The body now put on every 
appearance of immediate putrefaction. 

In one perfon whom I had an opportunity of vifiting, 
attacked in this alarming manner, the lower extremities 
were almoft black ; the evacuations involuntary ; the 
parts to which bliflers were applied, were feemingly 
mortified ; the blood oozed out of every part where 
it could find vent, and in fact he was a perfect mafs 
of putrefaction, before the vital functions were fuf- 
pendedV 

It may not be improper to remark, that a very great dif- 
erenceof opinion prevailed among the phyficians, both as 
to the difeafe and the treatment of it. Another circum- 
ftance which engaged much of the public attention was 
the appearance of an advertifement in the newfpapers, 
againft the mode of treating the difeafe by the practiti- 
oners in general, and challenging them to defend their 
practice. The author was Mr. Alexander Cuthill, 
tayior. Which of the parties were right is not my 
province, to determine; but to ftate facts is my object. 
]n fome inflances the doctors pofitively refufed vifiting 
a patient who had been feen during his indifpofition by 
Mr. Cuthill; and in others difcontinued their vifits on 
ng that he alfo came to the houfe where the fick 
perfon lay. I leave the public to draw what inference 
they pleafe from thefe facts. 

A general opinion has prevailed, among medical cha- 
racters in particular, that the prcfent epidemic has made 
its appearance in a greater or lei's degree, among us du- 
ring the autumns of the laft three, or four years. Thai 
a malignant fever did rage here, during the months of 
September and Oct. of .1791, is a fact, and on compa- 
ring the fymptoms with thofe of the prefent difeafe, 
they will be found not dimmilar. It is worthy of no- 
tliatthc fever in 1791 firft made its appearance 
MS.

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within a few yards of the fpot where it has proved 
mod fatal the prefent feafon. 

" About the middle of Auguft, 1791, a contagious 
fever appeared in the city of New York, which firft 
difcovered itfelf near Peck flip, a part of the city thick- 
ly inhabited ;« its houfes generally fmall, and badly 
ventulated : many of the inhabitants were in indigent 
circumflances, which is a frequent caufe of the want of 
cleanlinefs. Here it raged a confiderable time ; it then 
began to fpread, as fome attendants on the fick be- 
came affected, who lived in other neighbourhoods. — 

By this means it was carried to different families, and 
mod generally could be traced from this fource. It 
like wife proved more particularly, fatal near the place 
where it firft appeared, than in any other part. Thus, 
at length it fpread through the city, until about the 
middle of October, when the weather growing a little 
cooler, the difeafe greatly abated, and in a fhort time 
nearly difappeared. I have been informed by feveral 
phyficians of reputation, who refide and practice in the 
country, that many of the boatmen who frequented the 
city from Long Ifland, and the upper part of Hud- 
fon's river, carried the difeafe home, where it proved 
fatal to feveral*. 

At the fame time in the fouth weftern part of the 
city, an intermittent and remittent fever prevailed, to 7 
gether with a few cafes of dyfentery. This eaufed 
much difpute among phyficians, as they generally na- 
med the difeafe from the cafes which they had an op-

informed me that a gentleman of Lime, in the irate of Connecticut, 
was on- a vifit to this city when he became a patient of his, in whom 
the difeafe was evidently marked, attended with large vibices; he, 
however recruited confiderably before he left the city: on his paf- 
fage to Lime he relapfed, and died fhortly after he reached home. 
The greater part of his family caught the contagion, and foon be- 
came aftecfted with a fimilar difeafe; which proved fetal to his mc- 
iher, and fume other pcrfons in the family.

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portunity of feeing ra.oft prevalent. Some called it a 
remitter/^ others billious; fome typhus, putrid, or ma- 
lignant; and others, following Sydenham, febris, bill- 
of a re?? lift ens. i 

In confequence of a few cafes terminating fuddenly 
fatal, together with the very iinjuft, as well as unge- 
nerous judgment of fome phyficians, in determining 
every difeafe to be the putrid fever, fear fpread from 
mind to mind like a devouring famine, and terror, frer 
quently more hideous than the difeafe itfelf, wrought on 
the minds of the credulous and weak. This, in fome 
, cafes, greatly increafed the malignity of the fever : in 
others again, even a flight head ache caufed them to 
defpond, and threw them into a Hate of languor more 
eafily conceived than defcribed; but without the real 
fymptoms of the fever. Whether this diagnoitic was, 
given through ignorance, or as a profeflional trick, in 
order to gain applaufe, by making many and fpeedy 
cures, is uncertain; however, it was neverthelefs fo 
confidered. Thus fome phyficians obtained a credit in 
curing the complaint, without pofleiling any real merit. 

This difeafe, generally, in the firfl place, affefted the 
perfon with a fenfe of chillinefs, alternating with gen- 
tle flufhings and a fenfe of forenefs of all the mufcles ; 
the face appeared pale, the features fhrunk, the body 
weary, as if it had undergone fome great fatigue, at- 
tended with yawnings andftretchings of the extremities; 
a disinclination for any bodily exercife ; and when any 
exertion was made, it was attended with fluggimnefs 
and unwea« y fenfations. The pulfe at this time was 
weak and frequent ; the mental faculties were likewife 
impaired, and frequently a fmall pain in the head, at- 
tended with fighings and anorexy : refpiration being- 
anxious and rather fmalkat this ftape of the difeafe.

In fome cafes the following fymptoms took place 
without the patient's knowledge of the former having 
pafl: they however, in general, preceded, violent pains 
in the head, back, loins; a pulfe more tenfe, full, and 
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Something increafed in fullnefs. (In one cafe the pati- 
ent compared the pulfation of the temporal arteries, to 
the ftriking of a hammer again/if his temples. In fome 
a delirium came on immediately after the cold ftage, fo 
that the perfons affected got out of their beds, and 
wandered about their rooms or houfes. Sometimes 
naufea and vomiting appeared early in the difeafe, 
which proved very troublcfome, and greatly debilitated 
the patient. Refpiration was now rather laborious 
than anxious; the lkin dry and hot, belly mod com- 
monly, coftive, though fome had a gentle diarrhoea 
from the beginning of the difeafe; no appetite, but a 
great defire for drink, particularly any united with ve- 
getable acids, as the acid of lemons, &c. the adnatae 
of the eyes, in fome, were much inflamed, fo that the 
light became fcarcely tolerable; the countenance, on 
the firft and fecond days, in many, appeared much 
flufhed, attended continually with a violent head ache, 
fo as frequently to produce delirium, with reftlefsneft 
and watchings, which greatly exhaufted the patient's 
ftrength; the tongue was generally dry, and in the 
beginning of the difeafe covered with a whitifli fcurf. 
and the patient complained much of anxiety, or a great 
fenfe of weight at the prrecordia ; the excrementitious 
difcharges, whether natural, or produced by art, were 
very fetid and difagrceable. 

About the third day the inflammatory Symptoms 
greatly*' changed to thofe of a putrid kind, or a remif- 
iion took place; if the latter did not fucceed, the 
tongue became dry, and began to be covered with 
brown or black fordes; not long after the teeth and 
lips put on the fame appearance; refpiration became 
now anxious, with an increafed proftration of Strength*: 
the vital functions at this time were much more dis- 
turbed; watching, or a comatofe ftate, now took 
place, u if it had not before appeared ; and even thofe 
who did fleep, enjoyed it but for a few moments, 
when they waked as if in a fright i the pulfe became 
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fmaller, weaker, and more frequent ; third was greatly 
increafed; naufea much more intolerable, together 
with the fenfe of oppreflion at the ftomach: thofe 
who had not vomited before, had that direful fymptom 
added now to the others; the contents of the ftomach, 
which were thrown up in the aft of vomiting, were 
generally of a fetid nature ; the voice began to be 
changed ; fmall petechias appeared about the neck and 
breaft, when the body, and even the room, unlefs 
well ventulated, had a cardaverous fmell. The pa- 
tient kept continually rolling or turning in the bed, 
and frequently picking the bed-clothes. In fome, the 
bowels, at this ftage of the difeafe, were very coftive, 
fo that recourfe was obliged to be had to artificial 
means, whenever it became neceilary to evacuate their 
contents : in others, a profufe diarrhoea confidently 
increafed the weaknefs of their debilitated bodies. 
Moft generally on the fourth or fifth day of the dif- 
eafe, with thofe to whom it proved fatal, all the laft 
mentioned fymptoms were greatly increafed, together 
with a cardaverous fmelling fweat, which would appear 
on the body, when the trunk was hot, and the ex- 
tremities cold; the pulfe became more frequent, irre- 
gular, and fometimes intermittent : the perfon would 
lay on his back, with his knees drawn up, and his 
body appearing as if falling down in the bed; his 
voice low, and fcarcely perceptible: he was now 
fenfelefs of perfons Handing around, or any of their 
proceedings : the pulfe in this ftage of the difeafe was 
io weak as fcarcely to be felt ; the extremities put on 
a livid appearance. From the comatofe ftate, which 
had already taken place, the patient could hardly be 
roufed by the ftrongeft ftimuli of found and light, 
though in the beginning of the difeafe he was fcarcely 
able to bear the moft gentle; and if he fliould be 
roufed from the iituation, in a few moments the fame 
would again fucceed. The urine and (tools were fre- 
quently involuntarily difcharged; a hiccup followed, 
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if it had not before taken place ; and the perfon, in 
confequence of univerfal debility producing inability to 
difcharge the natural fecretion in the bronchial veffels, 
appeared as if choaking with phlegm, or fomething 
pent up in the trachea : convuhlons, or fubfultus ten- 
dinum, now affefted the frame; the eyes put on a 
glafly appearance, and death, in a ihort time, clofed 
the fcene. 

This was the general ccurfe of the fymptoms in thofe 
to whom the difeafe proved fatal; but in forne, they 
came on a little fooner, in others later: in fome the pe- 
techia?, and even macula? and vibices, extended over 
the body before death, though all {hewed evident figns 
of putrefcency direftly after. 

In one perfon, on the afternoon of the fecond day, 
an entire intermiflion of his fymptoms took place; on 
the morning of {he third, they returned with increafed 
violence, when a vomiting came on with apt ha? appear- 
ing in the mouth and fauces. Upon taking a few drops 
of any thing in the llomach, vomiting would immedi- 
ately be produced, which terminated in hiccup ; this 
continued a few minutes ; it would then fubfide until 
any thing was again fwallowed, when the fame cir- 
cumfhnces returned. Petechia appeared on his neck 
and breaft the fifth day, and as nothing could be retain- 
ed on his flomach, he was fupported with glyflers of 
broth for feveral days, to which, as there was no other 
way of adminiftering it, the red bark was added. The 
pulfe in this perfon remained good, until within a few 
hours of his death, when it began todiminifh, weaken 
and become intermittent. From this time it was remark- 
ed any tiling would remain on his flomach; the hiccup 
crated, and death in a few hours clofed the fcene. This 
was on the morning of the feventhday. 

In fome the difeafe made its appearance in a more 
gradual manner, without any inflammatory fymptoms 
attending it, and moll commonly thofe were protracted 
beyond the eleventh or Fourteenth days, when a remif- 
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fion or intermifTion took place, or the perfon funk un- 
der the difeafe. There were forae who recovered, as 
well as thofe who perifhed, on whom petechial eruptions 
appeared ; and the flomach in many of thofe who fur- 
vived was very much difordered. 

Some had other accidental fymptoms accompanying 
the difeafe, fuch as a dry ickling cough, pains in differ- 
ent parts of the thorax, twith other catarrhal and pneu- 
monic fymptoms ; fo that fome phyficians were induced 
to declare it a fimple inflammatory fever and treat, it ac- 
cordingly. In other patients a billious yellownefs ap- 
peared over the furface of the body, the veffels in the 
adnatce of the eyes were filled with bile, and attended 
with the other fymptoms of Dr. Cullen's fpecies of ty- 
phus, the ifteroides. 

Many of thofe who furvived the difeafe were a long 
time troubled with rheumatic pains of a. chronic nature^ 
or a fmall eruption over the furface of their bodies, 
which feemed to be caufed by the debilitated if ate in 
which the difeafe had left them; and the eruption ap- 
peared to depend particularly on a weakened action of 
the extreme veffels*." 

I have thought proper to quote the preceding account 
of the fever which prevailed here in 1791, from Dr. 
J. S. Addoms' differtation ; and mall now return to the 
object of this publication. 

In Philadelphia, " It was fome time before the 
diforder attracted public notice §;" very oppofite was 
the cafe in New York, for before the complaint made 
any progrefs whatever, the Health Committee pro- 
ceeded to the difcharge of their duty. The firft death 
which created alarm was that of Dr. M. Treat, Health 
officer of the port, on the 29th of July. By fome it 
is believed he took the infection by vifiting a vefTel

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from the Weft Indies, having a malignant fever on 
board ; by others (phyficians) it is pofitively afferted 
that he did not die of an imported diforder; but by all, 
I believe, it is allowed that he died of the epidemic 
which has fince proved fo fatal to many. 

The diforder firft made its. appearance in July, at 
the upper end of Water ftreet, near New flip, and here 
it continued for a very confiderable time, not fpreading 
out ot that ftreet, a few inftances excepted, until the 
month of September, after which, in fome degree, it 
prevailed throughout the city ; but ultimately proved 
moft mortal in the ftreet where it commenced. Near 
New flip there had recently been opened a fmall ftreet, 
called George ftreet ; it had been much neglected ; 
was very filthy, and principally inhabited by people in 
indigent circumftances ; not lefs than fixty perfons were 
buried out of it, within the fmall compafs of twenty 
houfes. The difeafe alfo proved very fatal about the 
Fly market, and from thence, in Water ftreet, to the 
Coffee houfe. The alarm became pretty general in 
the beginning of September, and the citizens at that 
period commenced removing into the country. The 
recent fufferings of Philadelphia and Baltimore, occa- 
fioned a greater fear of infectious fevers than would 
otherwife, probably, have exifted. The hafty burials 
after death, was alfo a caufe of great dread; the mode 
•was no lefs terrifying : For the fpeedy removal of the 
.dead, a hearfe was provided, drawn by an horfe, and 
attended by two men. As foon as the breath was out 
of the body, thefe men were fent for; they ufually 
brought a coffin and tarred iheet with them, in which 
the corpfe was wrapped, put into the coffin, and drove 
oil to Potter's Field, a place purchased for the burial 
of Grangers and the poor, and entered without the at- 
tendance of firigie connexion or friend to bemoan their 
fofs. It is afferted, and doubtlefs is a fact, that in 
many inftances the hearfe came for the lick, while yet 
living, and that coffins have been in the houfe for fome 
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hours before the death of the perfons for whom they 
were deflined. No excufe can be plead for fuch pro- 
ceedings, but the general confternation which prevailed. 

The fever itfelf did not, in many inftances, occafion 
more alarm than the hearfe ; as a proof of this many 
cafes might be enumerated of women fainting away at 
the fight of it, and being fometime before they perfect- 
ly recovered ; and in others it has occaficned hyfleria, 
and a fever fucceeded. One finking inftance of the 
effect of fear, and which came within my own knowledge, 
was in a young woman who for fome days' dreaded the 
difeafe: at length me was feized with it, and a delirium 
in a day or two enfued; during the whole of her in- 
difpofition, which was five or fix days, me conflantly 
complained againfl the hearfe and tarred flieet, and al- 
mofl her laft requefl when dying, was, that the family 
would not fuffer her to be buried in this manner. 

About the middle of September, fome perfons, by 
what authority I know not, undertook burning tar one 
night in the ftreets: This became a topic of converfa- 
tion, and among thofe of weak minds increafed the a- 
larm: in fhort, a coincidence of circumftances like thefe 
doubtlefs operated to the difadvantage of the city, as 
the rumour fpread through the country, much exagge- 
rated, and thereby, in many inflances prevented fup T 
plies from coming into town. 

The fufferings of the poor were great; a Lazaretto 
was prepared for their reception, and a phyfician and 
nurfes appointed to attend them : but unfortunately 
great prejudices prevailed againfl it, and many were of 
an opinion that the patients did not receive proper at- 
tention, particularly from the nurfes: as I -have not 
been able at this early period, to procure fatisfa£lorv 
documents on the fubject, I mall fufpend any anirnad- 
verfions, 

" The Lazaretto, or peft-houfe at Belle Vue, a few 
miles from New York, on the Eafl River, has, though 
a healthy place, and under good regulations, been con- 
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Hderedby the people at large, as the houfe of death. — 
So odious is the very idea of being placed there, that 
there is high probability the objection of mind atten- 
dant upon their getting into new quarters, and the 
anxiety and fatigue confequent upon being moved thi- 
ther, have contributed, in feveral inftances, to leffen 
their chance of recovery. 

The governors of the City Hofpital gave directions, 
in purfuance of there being a Lazaretto provided for 
thofe fick of the yellow fever, that no cafe, fuppofed 
to be of that, or any other infectious difeafe, mould 
be admitted into that charity. It was reported that 
feveral poor perfdns, who had been reeommended, as 
patients to the Hofpital, were confidered by the phy- 
iicians as improper, by reafon of fufpected contagion, 
to be admitted into the houfe. In confequence of re- 
jection there, it has happened that men, like calves 
and other live flock, have been put upon carts at the 
Hofpital, and drawn thence in fucceffion to the doors 
of feveral of the members of the Health Committee, 
over the (tony roughnefs of the pavement, and under 
the fcorching rays of a noon-tide fun ! a procedure 
which ftirred up indignation, as well as alarm, in the 
citizens who faw it. 

The general anxiety, caufed by a concurrence of fearful 
circumltances, operated fo powerfully upon many per- 
fons whofe children were ftudents of Columbia College 
that applications for leave of abfence, in order to remove 
to the country, became very frequent. The ftudeats. 
participated the alarm of their parents and guardians, 
and became intent on departing. The greater part 
difcontiiiued their attendance on the lectures, by direc- 
tion of their friends, and the reft withdrew themfelves 
by degrees, fo that in a few days nobody appeared on 
the ringing of the bell, and the profeifors gave up their 
labours of tuition. There was never any formal ad- 
journment of the College. The prevailing fentiment 
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0f the board of profeffofs was, " That no fuch thing 
ought to take place, as not warranted by any real caule 
of alarm." 

Much praife is due to the Health Committee for 
their attention to the diftrefTcs of the poor, and it is 
not to be doubted, but fome valuable citizens were 
fnatched from the jaws of death by their timely afTift- 
ance. Mr. Frederick Steymets, a member of this 
body, fell a victim to the difeafe, much lamented by 
all who knew him. His attention in the difcharge of 
his duty was unlimited, and it is expected, will ever be 
remembered with gratitude by all good citizens. Capt. 
Buchanan, who voluntarily offered his fcrvices to vifit 
the fic'k, and diftribute fuch monies as were put into his 
hands by the Committee, alfo died of the epidemic : It 
is only neceflary to remark that this worthy man fulfil- 
led his duty with promptitude, and that he afforded the 
poor and indigent all the confolation and relief that was 
in his power; fociety has loft in him a valuable mem- 
ber. There are many more whofe fervices have been 
of equal importance with thofe already enumerated ; 
but among thefe I fhall name one man only ; a man who 
facrificed every kind of intereft to affift and relieve the 
diftrefTed, and whofe philanthrophy it is hoped will ne- 
ver be forgotten. I refer to Mr. Levi Wayland; to 
enumerate his virtues would require more time than 
can be well fpared ; I fhall therefore only remark that he 
was a good dtizen, and a fmcere friend : He died of the 
epidemic, in the 31ft, year of his age, on the 12th, of 
Oaober. 

Having given a fketch of the principle occurrences 
that took place during the months of Auguft, Sept. and 
Oct I mall next proceed to arrange the proclamations, 
letters, &c. of the governor, Health Committee, &c. 



COMMITTEE OF HEALTH 
Solicitous to quiet any unfounded apprehenfion 
which may reft on the mind:; of the citizens, with re- 
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fpe# to the fprcad of any malignant difeafe, but at the 
fame time convinced of the necdlity of a faithful detail 
of facts, as far as they have come to their knowledge. 
When the public is addrefled on this fubject, the Com- 
mute of Health think proper to declare, that in their 
opinion, no cfrcumitance has exifled in this city which 
ought to have occafioned the alarm which is faid to have 
gone forth. It is true that a fever precifely like one 
which has twice, in the courfe of four or five years been 
obferved, in the autumnal feafons, in this place, has a- 
gain made its appearance. Some fea-faring men have 
fallen victims to it. It is fufpected to have originated 
on board a certain veffel which lay at Fitche's wharf, 
but of this there can be obtained no decided evidence. 
Notwithstanding which, the veffel has been ordered 
off in the ftream. It is fufpected alfo, but without de- 
cided evidence, that our late worthy health officer fell 
a victim to fome unguarded expofure, to an infected 
corpfe on board a vellel. Bcfidcs him, notwithstand- 
ing the molt diligent enquiry, we have obtained infor- 
mation of not more than eight deaths happening among 
our citizens frnce the 20th of lafl month, from fevers, 
fuppofed in any degree malignant. The number of per- 
fons killed by the imprudent ufe of cold water, has been 
remarkable, and labourers and others actively employ- 
ed, ought to be frequently cautioned on this head. 
The Committee have taken the moft prompt and effec- 
tual mcafures to guard the health of their fellow.citizens ; 
a hoiife is prepared at Belle Vue forthe reception of fick 
perfons, who may be fufpected of infection, with very 
agreeable accomodations, fubfiflence, and medical aid. 
All veffels coming from Foreign countries, from 
which there is any reafon to apprehend the introduc- 
tion of infectious fevers, are now obliged to remain be- 
low Governor's Ifland, until vifitedby the health offi- 
cer, and a regular permit for their entry be granted. 
The citizens ought to conlider it their duty individually 
to report to the committee, any perfon who may at- 
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tempt to evade this precaution, that the penalty of the 
law may be enforced. The practitioners of phyfic in 
the city, have been particularly requefled to be early 
and faithful in reporting any dangerous or fufpicious 
cafe. A hearfe is provided, and may be readily ob- 
tained by an application to the chairman of the Com- 
mittee, or any one of the aldermen, for the early buri- 
al of the dead, whenever it mall be thought neceflary, 
a practice earneflly recommended during the hottefl 
feafon, it being a well eflablifhed fact, that the body of 
a patient who during life could give no infection, may 
yet, when a corps, be fuddenly. rendered capable of 
fo doing in a great degree. The Committee are of 
opinion, from taking into their confideration, the pre- 
fent (late of the health of the city, the uncommon de- 
gree of heat in the weather, and the lengthy period it 
is yet to elapfe, before the feafon arrives which is ufu~ 
ally obferved to check the progrefs of autumnal dif- 
eafes", that great care and circumfpeftion are neceflary. 
Moderation, regularity and cleanlinefs, are efpecially 
recommended. 

The cleanlinefs of the ftreets, yards, cellars and 
markets, and the removal of all putrefcent matter, are 
objects of very great importance, and ought to be par- 
ticularly attended to, efpecially in thofe parts of the 
city, which are contiguous to our Eaflern waters.

On the 14th of Augufl governor Jay hTued a pro- 
clamation, forbidding all veflelsifrom the Well Indies, 
&c. to approach nearer the city than Governor's If- 
land, until they had been vifited by the health officer 
of the port, and received a certificate from him, certi- 
fying that fuch veflel or vefTels, were entirely free from 
any infectious diftempers and contagion , 
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The fame proclamation contained the appointment 
of Dr. Pitt Smith, in the (lead of Malachi Treat, health 
oificer deceafed; and alfo Andrew Van Tuyl efq; in 
the Head of White Matlack, member of the Health 
Committee, abfent; whereby the Committee flood as 
follows —

That nurfes, fer- 
vants, friends and attendants, very generally efcape 
with impunity, and that after the moll attentive enqui- 
ry, they can hear of no more than fourteen deaths in 
this large and populous city fince their report of the 8th 
indant, which can be attributed to this complaint.

That they cannot fufticiently regret the exaggerated 
accounts that have gone abroad in the country refpect- 
ing the flate of health in this city : That they can af- 
fure their fellow citizens in the country' and neighbour- 
ing ftat.es, that they make the mofl diligent enquiries, 
and that their reports contain, the whole truth, accord- 
ing to the bed of their information. 

That an epidemic fever does exift, in a fmall diftrict 
of this city, is^true, as is ufual at this feafon of the 
year, but it is equally true, as yet it has exhibited no 
decided evidence of a fpecific contagion ; or of a na- 
ture peculiarly infectious, not more than four inftances 
having occurred, where either phyfician, nurfe, or 
friend have even been fufpected to have contracted 
fever, and (excepting that of our late worthy health 
officer) not one who has died in confequence of their 
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attendance on the fick. That they have heard of fe- 
ven deaths fincc their report of the 21ft inftant; that 
they believe about thirty may now be ill ; that from 
accurate information, the whole number of deaths, 
which daily occur in this city, are confiderably fhort 
of what has been ufual in the fame feafon of other 
years ; and that the peculiar fenfibility of the public 
mind, arifmg from the late fuflferings of Philadelphia, 
New Haven and Baltimore, can al©ne account for the 
prefent apprehenfions of our fellow citizens and neigh- 
bours.

A PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas the Board of Infpectors of the Health Of- 
fice of Philadelphia have reported tome, that it ap- 
pears from authentic information to them exhibited, 
that an infectious or contagious difeafc cxifts in the city 
of New- York, in the ftate of New- York, and that there 
is reafon alio to believe, that afimilar difeafe exifts in 
the town of Norfolk, in theftate of Virginia, fo that the 
lafcty and health of the citizens of Philadelphia require 
a ftoppage of intercourfe with the faid infected places. 
Therefore, in purfuance of the duty in fuch cafe on me 
enjoined by law, but with a iinccre regret for the un- 
happy occaiion, I, the faid Thos. Mifflin, governor of 
the faid commonwealth, have deemed it expedient to 
ifiue this proclamation, hereby prohibiting for the term 
of one month, or until fuch prohibition ftiall be by 
proclamation lawfully revoked, all intercourfe between 
the faid city of Philadelphia, and the faid city of New- 
York and the faid town of Norfolk, and any place or 
places within five miles thereof, reflectively, as well by 
land as by water, under the penalty of three hundred 
d.ollars, to be recovered from, and paid by each and e- 
very perfon tranlgrefTing the faid prohibition in the man- 
ner herein after fpecified, agreeably to the terms aid 
directions of the act of the General AfTembly, in fuch 
cafe made and provided: and to the intent, that luita- 
ble and fufficient meafures may be taken and purfued 
for carrying info effect the faid prohibition, I have fur- 
ther deemed it expedient hereby to requcft that as well 
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the mayor, aldermen, and oilier officers of the city, ; 
the iafpp&ors of the Health Office of the port of Phila- 
delphia, [hall and will, with all poflible vigilance and 

lawful authority and power, guard the various avenues 
or entrances into the ("aid city of Philadelphia, by land 
and by water, fo that any perfon or perfons ha\ 
been in the faid city of New-York, or the laid town of 
Norfolk, within the fpace of ten days, and attempting 
to tranfgrefs the faid prohibition, by approaching near- 
er to the faid city of Philadelphia, than five miles, (hall 
be forthwith remanded to the place or places where 
fuch perfon or perfons tefpectively came or mall be 
conveyed (at the difcretion of the faid mayor and al- 
dermen, or of the faid infpeclors) to the Hofpital on 
Staten Ifland, and there kept as long as the cafe may 
require. And all citizens, particularly thofe who have 
been in any wife concerned, or (hall be acquainted 
with the intercourfe between the faid city of Philadel- 
phia, and the faid infected places, are carnelUy exhort- 
ed and enjoined to give to the mayor, or fome other 
ma;>i(trate of the faid city, or to the infpectors of the 
Health Office, the earlieft information of any and eve- 
ry attempt, which (hall be made to tranfgrefs, or evade 
the prohibition aforefaid, in order that the offender or 
offenders may be dealt with according to law.

To Dr. Amafa Dinghy, Prefidcnt of the College of 
Phyficih ns , New 1 'ork . 
Sir, 
When the Committee of Health, at the commence- 
ment of the prefent alarm, addreffed to their medical 
fellow citizens a letter, requeitirig their aid and advice, 
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in the execution of their truft, it was not only thought 
the moft prudent (becaufe the moil filent) but it was 
viewed and intended to be as refpe&ful a mode of con- 
fulting them as any that could be devifed. It is, there- 
fore, with fome altonifhment, as well as finccrc regret, 
they hear that many if not moft, of the medical charac- 
ters of this city have been fo far offended at this pro- 
cedure, as actually to refolve to withhold the informa- 
tion and advice they have folicited, and which is fo ne- 
cefTary to their fuccefsful endeavours to ferve their fel- 
low citizens. 

If this information is juft, they prefume it mull be 
founded on a miflaken opinion, that it was the inten- 
tion of the Committee indelicately to interfere with the 
attending phyfician in the examination or management 
of his patient — a conduct which they have ftudioufly 
avoided, and of which they believe no inflance can be 
produced, where the attending phyfician himfelf has 
given them the necclTary information : but where this 
information has been withheld, and they have received 
from other quarters, well attefted accounts of a dan- 
gerous cafe, as the only means of information in their 
power, they have been conflrained to fend and make 
the neceffary enquiry, that they might at leafl fave 
their fellow citizens from the danger which in fuch 
cafes would attend a procraftinated funeral, and the 
neglect of proper precaution refpedting the bedding, 
cloathing and chambers of the fick, and this explana- 
tion, will, they make no doubt, with any candid man, 
acquit them of the charge of inattention or difrefpect. 
But if the information they have received is founded 
rather in the peculiar fenfibility of individuals, than in 
the impreffion their conduct has made on the minds of 
medical gentlemen in general, then it expofes the pro- 
feffion to the unmerited cenfure of having fuffered loo 
punctillious an attention to etiqutte to have interfered 
with an important and effential duty. 

At any rate, however, it is now, as it ever has been, 
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the unanimous w ifh of the Cemmittec, cordially to 

with the medical gentlemen in their endeavours to a- 
vert or leffen the misfortunes with which this city is 
threatened, and to avail themfelves of their united 
counfel and information; they therefore have directed 
me to addrefstoyoa this letter, and to requeft you will 
communicate it to the fociety, over which you prefide; 
that no mifundcrfhinding or trifling punctilio may leflen 
their utility, or in any wife defeat their exertions, in 
the truly important objects of this inftitulion.

Sir, 
The College of Phyficians of New-York, refpcctful- 
ly acknowledge the receipt of your letter, by order of 
the Committee ; and it is, " with forne aftonimment, 
as well as fincere regret," that they find an implicati- 
on of cenfure in the faid letter, on " many if not mofl 
of the medical characters in this city," in your fuppo- 
fing they had formed a refolution to withhold any nc- 
ceflary information and advice from the Cosimittee, 
and which might have been aecefiary for your " fuc- 
ccfsful endeavours to ferve their fellow citizens." 

Whether the fuggeftion, fo injurious to the practiti- 
oners cf this city has an* fen from the illiberal inlinuati- 
ons of the Dean of the Faculty of Phyfic of New- York, 
is a fubject they deem highly worthy of the enquiry of 
the Committee, as it mull have been obvious that feme 
of the meafareS recommended by the (aid Dean, were 
ilated to defe.it the important objects for which you 
inftituted* as they mult inevitably operate to the 
great injury of the unfortunat^patients to be removed, 
tion of his friends, an unfounded 
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alarm of the public, and an infraction of the laws of 
hofpitality, and the focial compact, without drawing 
the attention of the citizens to the real fources of dan- 

s er - 

How far this implication may have been applicable 
to fome medical characters in this city, is not for them 
to inveftigate ; but they conceive it a duty they owe 
to themfelves and to the public, to affurc you, that no 
fuch difpofitions are to be found in their body ; on the 
contrary, they have individually, after the receipt of 
your firfl letter, communicated all the information, as 
well as all the cafes of a dangerous nature, to the Com- 
mittee, which they judged neceilary and proper for 
them to know, in order for your making the moil pro- 
per arrangements for the prefervation of the public 
liealth, and the alleviation of the misfortunes of thofe 
of the poor, or others who might fuffer dangerous 
ficknefs. 

They fincerely hope that fuch enquiries as the Com- 
mittee may deem expedient to be made, will on all fu- 
ture occafions be conducted with fuch candor, deco- 
rum, and unequivocal information, as may not be inju- 
rious to the patient, difrefpectful to the phyfician, or 
lead to any unjuftifiable alarm of the public mind, at 
the fame time preferve the dignity of the Committee. 

They are happy, on all occafions, to avoid all thofe 
quarrels and difputes which have io long difgraeed the 
Faculty of Phyfic of New York, and therefore it is 
deemed highly inexpedient to enter into any theoreti- 
cal account of the prefent ficknefs. But from all the 
facts that have occurred under their observation, they 
are not yet convinced that there is any thing eflcntially 
different in the difeafe, now exciting fuch general alarm, 
from what has been commonly obfervable at this fea- 
fon of the year. 

They believe, and are compelled to obferve, that the 
meafures recommended by the faid Dean, relative to 
the arrangements of Belle Vue hofphal, the vilitation 
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of the unfortunate patients, the interment of the dead, 
and feveral other particulars are of fuch a nature, as are 
highly interefting to the reputation of this city; and it 
now becomes a ferious queftion, whether it would not 
be wife and prudent in the Committee to adopt new 
and more falutary meafures. 

They cannot but hold in abhorrence every attempt 
at dictatorial usurpation ; that there is not a member 
of their body who has not been regularly licenfed as the 
law directs, aud they flatter themfelves that they are 
duly fenfible of the facred nature of thofe obligations, 
which ought to govern their conduct as practitioners; 
and at the fame time they feel it an important and ef- 
fential duty to countenance every man or body of men, 
labouring for the public good. 

They alfo find it neceflary further to remark, that 
there are no points of " etiquette," as you are pleafed 
to term them, which have ever been fullered to inter- 
fere "with an important and efiential duty.'* 

They mod fincerely wifh, " that no mifunderftand- 
ing or trifling punctiilio," may lciTen the public utility 
of either institution, by obitruering the channel of 
truth, but at the fame time they think proper to fugged 
the propriety there would be in recommending to the 
medical department, annexed to your body, a more 
cautious expreflion of language on the nature of the 
fuppofed prevailing epidemic; by thefe means the alarm 
will not beihereafed from the fource of oileniible au- 
thority. 

They alfo aflure the Committee of their readinefs on 
all occafions, cordially and unanimoufly to unite with 
the Committee of Health, in their endeavours to avert 
or leffen the misfortunes with which this city may at 
any time be threatened, by epidemics or other dan- 
gerous difeafes.

of intercourfe with that city.

Letter from his Excellency John Jay, governor of the 
Jiate of New Tork, to governor Mifflin, relative tofuf- 
pending the intercourfe between the cities of Philadel- 
phia and New Tork, on account of a malignant fever 
in the latter city. 

New York, 19th Sept. 1795. 
Sir, 
Your Excellency's proclamation of the 31ft of laft 
month, prohibiting all intercourfe between this city 
and Philadelphia, induced me to write the following 
letters to the Prefident of the Medical Society in this 
city. 

New York, 4th Sept. 1795. 
Sir, 
By a proclamation of the governor of Pennfylvania, 
dated the 31ft day of Lift month, all intercourfe be- 
tween this city and Philadelphia is prohibited for the 
term of one month, or until that prohibition fliall be 
revoked. 

The reafon afligned for this prohibition is thus ex- 
prefled in the proclamation — " Whereas the Board of 

E 
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Inspectors o£ the Health Office of Philadelphia, have 
reported to roe, that it appears from authentic informa- 
tion to them exhibited, that an infectious or contagi- 
ons difeafe exiits in the city of New York, in the State 
oi^ New York, and that there is rcafon to believe that 
a Similar difeafe exiflfs in the town of Norfolk, in the 
State of Virginia, So that the Safety and health of the 
Citizens of Pennsylvania require a Steppage of inter- 
course with the Said infected places, " Therefore, &c. 

This proclamation, by exciting alarms and apprc- 
heniions throughout this and the neighbouring ftatcs, 
and in foreign countries, naturally tends to produce 
cmbarraiTments to the commerce of this city ; and to 
interrupt that intercourse with the country which is at 
all times neceflary to the convenience and intereics of" 
both. Hence it becomes important to examine and 
afcertain with preciflon, whether any and what degree 
of credit is due to the information alluded to in the 
abovementioned report of the inSpectors of the Health 
Office of Philadelphia. No infectious or contagious 
difeafe can exifl and prevail in this city, without the 
knowledge of the gentlemen who practice phyfic in it; 
and as the greater part of them are members of the 
Medical Society over which you prefide, I requcfl the 
favour of you to Summon a meeting of the Society, and 
to lay before them this letter. 

They will oblige me by reporting to me an accurate 
itatement of Such facts and observations as may in their 
opinion be neceflary to the forming a right judgment 
relative to the exiftence, nature, and extent of the dif- 
eafe in queltion. 

If Such a diSeaSe does really exifl and prevail here, 
it fhould candidly be admitted and made known, that 
the dangers reSulting from it may.be guarded againft. 
If, on the contrary, the reports concerning it are ill 
founded, care fhould be taken to prevent their continu- 
ino- to pain credit. 

Although the truth of the frequent reports made and 
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publilhed by the Health Committee has not been im- 
peached, yet as the before mentioned proclamation 
appears to be grounded on information more alarming 
than what thole reports afford, I think it advifable to 
enquire whether it is warranted by any rafts within 
the knowledge of the members of your fociety.

To this letter I received the following anf.ver. 

Sir, 
THE communication which you were plea fed 
(through our Prefident) laft evening to fey before the 
Medical Society, we confider of a nature the moll fe- 
rious and important, and the information you deftre 
we offer with great refpeft, and under impreflions the. 
moft fcrupuloully confeientious. 

About fix weeks ago, in a particular part of the ci- 
ty, being very low, and having an eaftern expofure, a 
fever has been obferved to exift, marked by the vio- 
lence of thbfe fymptoms which are acknowledged to 
characterife- thofe of the malignant fort. This fe\ er, 
in afliort time, attacked a coniiderable number of per- 
, in proportion to the fpace which it occupied, and 
proved fata! ro more than is ufual with us, and which 
(previous to the falutary and heavy rains we have late-, 
ly had, and the confequent cloudy and cool weather") 
Med an afpect which called for, and juhafied every 
prudent exertion that could be made to. invefliga.te its 
origin, and check its progrefs. 

Unfortunately, however, the fenfibility of the pub- 
lic mind, on a fubject of this nature, giving reality to 
apprehenfion, converted the lAeceilary efforts for fecuri- 
ty and prevention into fources of fear and terror. 
Hence probably have arifen moil of the exaggerated 
reports which at firit alarmed our own citizens, and 
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being feut abroad, have excited the apprehcnfions of 
our neighbours, and given origin to meafures mora 
timid as they refpeft themfelves, and more injurious to 
us, than the nature of the cafe in any wife juftified. 

The collective opinion of this fociety, as the rcfult 
of attentive obfervation is — With regard to the conta- 
gious nature of this difeafe, mod of the members are 
of opinion that it is not contagious, and all agree that 
it is fo little fo, as to afford no apprehenfion of its being 
communicated from man to man, out of the fphere of 
its original and local atmofphere. 

As to its origin, fufpicions have been entertained by 
a few phyficians, that it may have been imported, whilft 
at the fame time there arc many among us who confide r 
it as little more than that fpecies of fever which has 
more or lefs prevailed in this city at the fame feafon, 
for feveral years part, rendered, by the extraordinary 
heat, and fome local fources of malignity, more violent 
and fatal than ufual. 

If the Board of Infpe&ors of the Health Office of 
Philadelphia have received any information refpe&ing 
the difeafe in queflion, other thamthat from the Health 
Committee of this city, which they deemed authentic^ 
we arc extremely forry that they mould have been in- 
fluenced by it, from a perfuafion that fuch information 
was equally unfounded as unauthorifed. 

We allure your excellency that we have no difpofi- 
tion to difguife or conceal facls, nor do we hefitate to 
declare our opinion, that the alarm which has gone a- 
broad, has been unreafonably great, and quite difpro- 
portionate to the aclual ftate of the difeafe, which, as 
we have already obferved, has been confined to a very 
inconfiderable portion of the city. It affords us great 
pleafure to be able to inform your excellency, that this 
complaint is fail diminifhing, and that the general 
health of our city has been throughout the funimer,aiid 
continues at this moment, unufually good.

The Committee of Health in this city was appoint- 
e d for the exprefs purpofe of guarding againft the in- 
troduction and progrefs of infections diftempers, and 
they have manifefled great vigilance and attention to 
the difcharge of their duty. As they pofTefs the beft 
means of information and will always communicate it 
with accuracy and candor, I wrote the following letter 
to them : 

New York, 6th Sept. 1795. 
Sir, 

The alarming and exaggerated reports in circulation, 
that a dangerous and infectious diitemper prevails in 
this city, will be corroborated by the proclamation of 
the governor of Pennfylvania ; prohibiting all intercourfe 
between us and Philadelphia. 

I think it prudent to obtain from you and others, 
nnd tranfmit to the governor of that Hate, authentic 
and conclulive information relative to the quellion whe- 
ther any fuch diitemper does exift and prevail here. 

The reports which you have from time to time pub- 
lished, are for the moil part concife and iummary ; and 
it is not neceflary that they mould in common be other- 
wife. On the prefent occafion it may be ufeful to re- 
port to me a more particular and circumftantial flate- 
ment.

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In purfuance of this letter I received one from the 
chairman, encloling the report mentioned in it. They 
are as follow : 

Sir, New York, Sept. 8th, 1795. 

I took the earlier! opportunity to lay your letter of 
the 6th inft. before the Health Committee, when they 
made immediate arrangements to comply with your ex- 
cellency's wifhes. This you will find contained in the 
enclofed report, which after mature deliberation was 
adopted by the Committee; it is as particular aild cir- 
cumstantial a flatement as they have it in their power 
to make, and which, I believe, is very near a realftate 
of facts. I have the honour to be,

Sir, — 

Inanfwerto your excellency's letter of the 6~th inft. 
requiring from us a particular and circumftantial flate- 
ment of fuch facts, relative to the difeafe which has 
lately made its appearance in this city, or have come to 
our knowledge. We beg leave to fubmit the following. 

On the 2cth day of July, Dr. Malachi Treat, the 
late health officer of this port, viiitcd the brig Ze- 
phyr from Port-au-Prince, on board of which he found 
three perfons ill of fever, and the corpfe of one that di- 
ed that morning. The Doctor calls the fever in his 
report a billious remitting fever. The brig was order- 
ed to ride quarantine. On the 12a day of July, Doc- 
tor Treat was taken ill, and died on the 30th of a fever 
marked by a yellow /kip, hemorrhages, vomiting of a 
black matter, refembling coffee grounds, and all fuch 
fymptoms as character ife billious fevers of the malignant 
kind. On the 25th day of July, four perfons from on 
board the fhip William from Liverpool, which arrived 
here ieveral weeks before (all the crew having, previ- 
ous to that day, and during the voyage, been perfectly 
healthy) were taken ill of fever, attended with fimilar 
fymptoms, and all died within* feven days.

The fliip lay at a wharf at the foot of Dover ftreaf, 
in the fouth eafterly part of this city, which lies ex- 
ceedingly low, is much of it made ground, has an caflera 
cxpofure, and (from the ftreets having been raifed about 
three years ago, which threw the yards and lots into 
hollows of confiderable depth) is almofl unavoidably 
liable to great collections of offal and filth of all kinds; 
is a part of the town very much crouded by poor in- 
habitants, and contains a great number of lodging houfes 
in which fcamen and Grangers of the poorer clafs com- 
monly refide: and from all thefe caufes, is unques- 
tionably the molt unhealthy part of this city; and ever 
has fullered moll from the regular autumnal difeafes 
as well as from any new and uncommon complaint. 
From all which circumftances, we entertain'no doubt, 
but that the feaman of the fliip William contracted the 
difeafe of which they died here, and did not introduce 
it into this city. A little before, and immediately after 
the attack of the feamen of the fliip William, which 
firil called the attention of this Committee, feveral o- 
ther perfons in Water and Front ftreets, and in the 
neighbourhood of Dover (treet, were feized with fe- 
ver, which efpecially in thofe cafes which proved mor- 
tal, was marked by fevcre vomitings, a yellow fkin, 
hemorrhages, and in fome cafes a vomiting black mat- 
ter refembling coffee grounds, and which generalllyter- 
minated within feven days; and proved fatal to more 
in proportion to the number feized, than is ufual in the 
ordinary complaints of this feafon, in this city. 

From that time the difeafe continued to fpread in 
that neighbourhood, extending itfelf to a few houies 
lower down towards Peck's Hip, to one or two in Pearl 
ftreetand Cherry ftreet, but principally upwards, to- 
wards the fliip yards; the number of deaths increasing 
flowly until the 9th of Auguit, from which, to the 
11th inclulive, thirteen died ; from that day the num- 
ber of deaths reported to us have gradually decrcaled, 
{0 that nine only are reported to have died within the 
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lr{> five days ; and in all, from the 30th of July to 
this day, eighty-nine deaths have been reported to this 
Committee : forty-four perfons in all hive been lent to 
Belle Vue Hofpital, of which the greateft number have 
been feamen and ftrangers, who have arrived in this 
city, fick of various complaints, and of this number, 
feveral in the very lad (rages of their difeafe ; twenty 
have died; fixtecn have been difcharged cured, and 
eight remains in the houfe, mod of them convalefcent. 

The number of deaths includes all the cafes which 
to our knowledge have happened between the 26th of 
July and the 7th of September incluiive, either in this 
city, at the New York hofpital, or at the hofpital at 
Belle Vue, arifmg from fever in the leaft approaching 
to the chai * fter of this difeafe. 

And as this Committee have made every exertion in 
their power to obtain the neceffary information, they 
do not hefita^c to fay, that this ltatement is fuihciently 
ord the bafis of every public mcafnre, 
which may be thought neceffary for our own fafety, 
or for the iLcurity of our neighbours.

This report, and the one from the Medical Society, 
have been communicated to the mayor and corporation 
of the city, to whom, on the 6th inftant I wrote the 
following letter. 

New York, 6th Sept. 1795. 
Sir, 
The fufpenfion of all intercourfe between this city and 
Philadelphia is inconvenient to them, as well as injuri- 
ous to us. The information which induced their Health 
Office to apply to their governor for this fufpenfion, 
was doubtlels inch as in their opinion jufliHed that mea- 
fure. There neverthelefs is reafon to believe that more 
credit was inadvertently given to it, than it deferved. 
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Whether a contagious difeafe does exifl: and prevail 
in this city, is a queftion to which a fatisfadlory an- 
fwer can only be formed from correel ilatements of well ( 
authenticated facts, and the opinions of men well in- 
formed and meriting confidence. 

On the prefent occafion, I think it advifeable to ob- 
tain fuch ftatements and opinions, and to tranfmit them 
to the governor of Pennfylvania. 

If it fhould appear from them that the ufual inter- 
courfe between this city and Philadelphia may be, re- 
ftored without any danger to the latter, the prohibi- 
tion which fufpends it, will of courfe be revoked. 

I have requefled and received from the Medical So- 
ciety in this city their report on this fubjeel, and when 
f o this is artded the late publication of the Medical gen- 
tlemen who compofe the fociety called the College of 
Phyficians, the fentiments of the faculty relative to it 
will be afcertained. 

As the Common Council of the city is compofed of 
magiftrates and other members from the different wards 
and as a dangerous infectious diftemper cannot be pre- 
fumed to prevail here, without exciting their notice and 
attention ; I re quell from them a flatement of fuch in- 
formation as they may polTefs, together with their opi- 
nion relative to this interefling fubjecl. 

Thcfe documents, with the report of the Health 
Committee, will afford to the governor of Pennfylvania 
the .bed and mod authentic evidence that the nature of 
the cafe will admit of; and fuch as cannot fail to reduce 
the many exaggerated reports that are in circulation;, to 
the ltandard of truth.

On the receipt of your excellency's letter of the 9th 
mil. I referred the ftatement, which it contains, to the 
confideration of the Board of infpect.ors and the Board 
of Phyficians, appointed by law, to prevent the intro- 
duction of infectious difeafes into this commonwealth; 
and I have now the honor to inclofe copies of my letter 
and their report for your information. 

It is a fource of fincere regret to every citizen of Phi- 
ladelphia, that the recent intelligence from New York 
renders the exiftence of a contagious difeafe in that ci- 
ty no longer a matter of doubt or apprchenfion. We 
are confident, therefore, that while we cherim every 
ientiment of a juft and liberal fympathy, the citizens 
of New York cannot difapprove our ufmg thofe pre- 
cautions, which are necefiary to prevent the extenfion 
of fo great a calmity. It could certainly be no allevia- 
tion of their fufferings, that the inhabitants of Phila- 
delphia mould be expofed to the fame affliction ; and 
your excellency will readily allow, that every embar- 
raffment, a* well foreign as domeftic, that may be the 
effect, of a fufpenfion of the intercourfc between the 
two cities, will operate equally againft both. This Con- 
fideration of intereft as well as every motive of duty-, juf- 
tice'and humanity, will prompt me to feize the earlieft mo- 
ment, in which the prohibition contained in my proclama- 
tion may befafely revoked ; and.1 mall efleem any informa- 
tion that your excellency may be pleafed from time to time

Report of the Board of Health, in anftver to the ;,j- 
vernor's letter of inft. in confequence of the let- 
ter from governor Jay, relative to the malignant fe- 
ver now prevailing in New York. 

Health Office, Philadelphia, Sep. 16th, 1795. 
Sir, 
In our communication to your excellency of the 4th 
inft. we had the honor to inform you, that the infpectors 
of the Health Office propofed a furtherjoint meeting with 
the Board of consulting phyficians, on the Wednefday 
following; We accordingly met this day; the remit of 
our consultations we have now to detail to your excel- 
lency. And firft we mall notice the following paf- 
fage in your letter. " That governor Jay may be ap- 
priled of the facts on which your opinions and reports 
have been founded, you will be pleafed to furnifh me 
with a particular ftatement, to accompany my anfwer 
to his letter/-' 

Previously to our advifmg the intercourfe between 
the two cities to be Hopped, we have received informa- 
tion by a number of oral and written teftimonies, that 
a dangerous and malignant fever exifted in the city of 
New York. It. will "hardly be expected we mould 
mention the names of thole perfons from whom we re- 
ceived information, either verbal or written; to give 
up the nam*, onverfed with on the fub- 

jecl: could aufwer-flo good pnrpofe; and in rclpect to 
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mentioning the writers of letters, or extracts of letters, 
from whom we dc rived a confiderable (hare of in forma 1 
would we conceive be an ufelefs as well as unpardonable 
breach of confidence. Suffice it to fay, the informa- 
tion was fuch as on which we conceived we could fafely 
depend, and in this body of evidence it may not be 
amifs to mention it comprifed the reports of the Health 
Committee of New York, and letters from their port 
phyfician. 

Thefe united teflimonies tended to eflablifh that the 
late Health Officer of the port, Dr. Treat, who coiir 
feifedly refided in a healthy part of the city, on the 
20th of July vifited the brig Zephyr, juil arrived from 
Port au Prince, on board of whom was the corpfe of 
a man who had died that day, as alfo three perfons lick 
of a fever, all three of whom died in a few days after ; 
that Dr. Treat was taken ill about the 2 2d, and died 
on or about the 30th of the fame month, of a fever ; 
the fymptoms of which was of the mod malignant kind, 
and fuch as is char acteri flic of what is commonly called 
the yellow fever; that fhortly after the part of the crew 
of the fhip William from Liverpool were taken v\ ill) 
a fever apparently of the fame nature, and all died (in 
a Abatement fince made by the Health Committee of 
New York and communicated to your excellency by 
governor Jay, we have to lament the omiffion of a 
molt, material circumftance ; it is whether or not the 
brig Zephyr had any communication with the William ; 
they only tell us me was ordered to perform quaran- 
Tine) our private information goes to lhew that there 
actually was a communication between thofe veflels ; 
if this information is well founded, the contagion may 
be readily traced from the Zephyr to the William. 

From about this time a fever of the fame nature with 
that of which Doctor Treat and part of the crews of 
thefe veffels died, was obferved to break out in a par- 
ticular difirict. of that city, confined within a finall fpace 
and continuing to increafe infomuch that in the courfe 
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.o( the month of Auguft. we are toli about eighty per- 
fons (fome augment this number greatly) died of the 
fame kind of fever within that clittritt only: if this 
ftatement may be depended on, and we think it corro- 
borated by the documents tranfmitted by governor Jay, 
we have no hefitation in faying, that the citizens of Phi- 
ladelphia had caufe for ferious alarm, for it is much 
doubted if a greater number died in Philadelphia du- 
ring the fame month, of the difordcr which prevailed in, 
and afterwards proved fo calamitous to our city, du- 
ring the fummer and autumn of 1793. 

In both cities the diforder appears to have broke out 
about the fame time of the year, and is remarkable for 
a iimilarity of progrefs, except that in the prefent month 
it has as yet lefs fpread over the city of New York than 
it did with us: but may not this be afcribed to the 
plentifully rains, a cool and favorable ftate of the at- 
nrofphere and other natural caufes which have prevail- 
ed this feafon in a remarkable degree (the reverfe of 
which was the cafe in the fummer of 1793) than to a 
lefs degree of malignancy in the diforder; befides if 
the conftitutions and habits of the citizens of New- 
York are indifpofed to imbibe the infection, are we 
fure the Philadelphians are not predifpofed to take it, • 
and would it become us as guardians of the city's health 
to try the experiment for the fake of conviction : rather 
would it not be more prudent to make ufe of every 
reafonabie means the moil likely to avert an impending 
calamity ; the anfwer is obvious. 

It is of fmall moment to the point in queflion, whe- 
ther the diforder was imported, or originated in the ci- 
ty from local caufes; it is fufficient to prove it .-contagi- 
ous; and that it is fo under certain fiuiations and cir- 
cumflances few will deny, who attentively confider the 
foregoing ftatement. Dr. Treat received the conta- 
gion from vifiting the brig Zephyr, and the crew 01 
the William received it from the fame veffel, from 
Whence it was imbibed by the citizens of New York.

mere immediately contiguous to its original iources of 
contagion, and predifpofed to take the infection. 

From the above ftatemerit we think it will be readily- 
admitted that the diforder now prevalent in the city of 
• New York, is of the lame nature with that which pre- 
vailed in Philadelphia in the year 1793, and that in 
certain fituations and circumitances it is alio contagious ; 
it thefe facts are admitted, we think they will fuffici- 
ently juftify the meafures we recommended. 

Thus we have given to your excellency the principal 
facte, on which were founded ©ur opinions and reports, 
and our reafons for their juililication. 

In refpeel to the Proclamation prohibiting the in- 
tercourfe between the two cities, we have to inform 
you that it was the unanimous opinion of the joint 
Boards, that there does not now appear anv reafon for 
revoking the laid Proclamation ; on the contrary, con- 
fidering the prevailing hot weather, and the recent ad- 
vices from New York, it was our unanimous opinion, 
that the Proclamation fnould not only be continued j 
but that it ought to be ftrici-ly carried into efTec!:.

Sir, New York, Oft. 6, 1705. 

I had the honor (by yederdays poft) of receiving 
your favor of the 3d inn 1 , covering a draft on the Bank 
of New York in my favour for 7000 dollars, to be ap- 
plied to the ufe of the poor and diflrefled of this city, 
in their preSent afflictions. 

On the laft evening I communicated the contents of 
your letter to the Health Committee, and on this day 
to the Common Council of the city ; they heard it with 
heart-Sett Satisfaction, and prompted by inclination as 
well as duty, I do with great pleafure, at their exprefs 
requefl, in behalf of our afflicted fellow citizens, pre- 
Sent to you, Sir, and the citizens of the city of Phila- 
delphia, whom you have the honour to reprefent, our 
moit reSpeclful acknowledgements for the benevolent 
feelings and confoling Sympathy which you exprefs for 
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our haplefs fituation, and which you 'and they have 
fo fully manifeftej by the very liberal donations you 
have been pleafed to tranfmit to us on this occafi- 
on ". ^ ou m ' l y De aflured, Sir, your benevolences will 
be faithfully applied, and will excite in your favour the 
repeated prayers and biddings of many a mourning fa- 
ther, difconfolate widow and helplefs orphan. 

I fmcerely lament that at fo early a period after a 
Calamitoiri and diftrefllng peftilence had in fome mea- 
fure defolated the city of Philadelphia, and excited to- 
wards her, in her afllicled (late, the tear of iympathy 
and the hand of benevolence of her neighbours, the 
Almighty Ruler of heaven and earth mould have found 
too juft caufe to remind us, that we alfo are beings de- 
pendent on his fovereign will, and that we have not re- 
quited him with gratitude for the many very ftgnal blef- 
fmwis and unparalleled profperity we have enjoyed fifcee 
the late revolution, and our return to our dwellings ; 
and by this diftrefTmg vifitation,to imprefs on our minds, 
that under him human beings are dependent on each 
other, by making us ia turn the objects ofthecommife- 
ration and benevolence of our fympathifing neighbour:. 

I fervently hope and wifh that you, fir, and your re- 
fpe£ted fellow citizens, may never again witnefs fuch 
diflreffiilg fcenes as you have lately experienced ; and 
that the afriiclion which has now come to the doors of 
my fellow citizens, may be fan&ified to the furvivors, 
and teach us, that nnlefs fupported by the Divine Hand 
the things of this life,, which we lb' highly prize, are 
very vanity, and life itfelf a mere vapour. 

We were very fanguine in our expectations, about 4 
weeks ago, confidering the then general Hate of health in 
this city, beyond all former fealons, that the epfdemic 
which was then confined to a fmal! di Uriel of the city, 
and which fmce has caufed fo much alarm' and diilrefs, 
and deprived us of fome valuable citizens, would have 
been confined there and finally fuhfuied ; but the warm 
her and fears of many, and want of caution in 
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others, has caufed it to fpread from that quarter fomc- 
what northward and principally eafhvard to the fhip 
yards, where it has been mod fatal among the poor emi- 
grants, who lived and died in filth and dirt ; and altho* 
the cool air of the clofe of Sept. had much diminifh- 
ed the mortality, and had given us reafon to hope that 
the judgment would be fpcedily removed, it has again, 
by the uncommonly warm weather, or perhaps unknown 
caufes, become very alarming, and has taken off a few 
individuals, I fuppofe, not exceeding 30 or 40 in the 
whole, fouth-weft of the Fly market and Crown ftreet, 
and well of Broad flreet, continued into the Bowery, 
exclufive of the Hofpital. 

The number of deaths has however, again decreafed 
from 29 on Sunday evening, to 22 on Monday, and 17 
on this evening (the whole number now being 525) 
and we have reafon to hope and expect, from the fmall 
number of new cafes which have come to the know- 
ledge of the Health Committee on the laft evening, 
that, with the bleffing of heaven, the difeafe will foon 
fubfide, and permit our affrighted fugitive fellow citi- 
zens, who are fcattered in every quarter around us, to 
return to their dwellings in fafety, and again open the 
intercourfe between us, and our more happy neigh- 
bours ; the want of which has in a very great degree 
enhanced our misfortunes. 

Accept our unfeigned thanks, Sir, for the interesting 
and friendly part you have taken in our days of calami- 
ty and diftrefs; and believe me to be with fentiments

COMMITTEE OF HEALTH. 

Fellow Citizens , 

But three perfons have died on the laft four days in 
this city, and but three at Belle Vue fince the 27th of 
October, of fever in any degree refcmbling our late 
epidemic. 

The alarming fituation in which this city has lately 
been, "is calculated to excite the moll ferious reflections 
— to infpire feelings of veneration for that all control- 
ing Power who in the midlt of fuch judgment numbers 
mercy ! — We trufl that it has been under a fentiment 
of grateful dependance on him, that we have been en- 
couraged to fulfil the duties you had entrufled : And 
we trufl that while congratulations are repeated upon 
returning fcafons of health, all hearts may be difpoled 
to improve to moral and virtuous purpofes both the 
threatening and felicitating difpenfations of- heaven. 
Tour Committee at this period cheerfully recognife 
thole principle? of undeviating veracity, which during 
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the inercafmg terror of their fellow citizens, directed 
their daily reports refpecting the progrefs of difeafe. 
It is with great fatlsfa&ion that they have found it 
evinced by their experience, that fuch exact details as 
they have made to the public, inftead^of increafing thole 
terrors, have tended, in a great meafure, to fubdue 
them ; and the accomplishment of this is of immenfe 
importance to public happinefs and convenience ; fear 
mitigates its objects. During the exiftence of a cala- 
mity of this kind, circumitances will be ever exagge- 
rated, by the timidity and credulity of individuals. 

It is to be lamented, however, that falfehoods 
have been propagated from the bafefl, meanefl:, 
and the moil defpicable motives; by fome as an apolo- 
gy for their panic apprehenfious, by others, from the 
fenfibilities of felf intermit, and to gratify a fordid lufl 
of gain. Lies have been propagated for the fake of 
the wonderful, and the excitement of furprize, by pcr- 
fons ungenerouiy forgetful of the extenllve miichiefs 
naturally originating from this fource — defpair, defer- 
tion, poverty, famine and death! 

Perhaps an ill-judged tendernefs for their reputati- 
ons has prevented the publication of the names of fome 
offenders. Had the falfehood repeated with great 
confidence in the country had any proper foundation, 
our city would long fince have been nearly defolated. 

We turn with pleafure to the recollection of circum- 
(hinces more creditable to hmanity ; and to acknow- 
ledge the liberality of thofe of our fellow citizens who 
have contributed to alleviate the diftreflesof the fick and 
fuffering poor. The generous inteferences of fympa- 
thy from Philadelphia, and fome neighboring villages, 
demand our lading gratitude : Such inftances of mutual 
good will and beneficence remain grateful memorials 
of the fraternity of a free and virtuous people. 

From thefe reiburces, 8837 dols. have been receiv 
and your Committee feel a refponfibility in the faith- 
ful and juil distribution. Irs proper objefts being nil* 
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merous, and pften probably not within tiie fphere of 
individual knowledge, each of the members of the Com- 
mittee is aflbciated with two refpectable citizx-ns in 
feeking out the fick, and relieving thofe to whom their 
charity is directed. 

Circumflances have not been wanting to mew the 
happy influence of temperance, cleanlinefs, and cold 
upon the late epidemic. But while we rejoice that 
benevolent nature has given power to thefe agents to 
fet bounds to its ravages, let us recollect that they are 
aiTiduoufly, to be employed. We feel it incumbent on 
us to remind our fellow citizens of this truth, particu- 
larly thofe who are returning from the country. Houfes 
which have contained the fick, fhould be carefully 
ventulated; and things that have been employed by 
them, that cannot conveniently be cleanfed by water, 
ihould be fubjected freely to the action of cold. 

It is not impofIible that neglect in thofe particulars 
may occafion a few folitary inflances of this difeafe un- 
til we have experienced intenfe froth For though we 
Hatter ourfelves it is extinguifhed as an epidemic, and 
our ilreets free from all infection, we have before us 
the experience of other places to iraprefs the neceihty 
of fuch precautions. 

Among the arrangements made by the Committee to 
prevent the fprcad of infectious difeafe they confider 
eariy interments and the ufe of the hearfe, as one of 
the molt important. Satisfactory proofs of its utiiil 
might be detailed. It is to be wifhed th.it the 
fenie of the community might be excited to conquer 
any prejudice which may remain in oprjofition to a : 
tice of burial fo much more convenient tl 
mon mode, and fo mu h more fare. 

The preVent Hate of lM!e Vue hofpital is plead 
riot only from it we anticipate the fpeedy extinction a 
all difeafe therein, but from the happy and comfort 
fituation of the lick, and from the* fetisfaction i 
fiem with refpect to their medical aid and i 
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ancc. But three new patients have been received dul 
ing the lait ten clays. There arc now thirteen fick in 
the hofpital, twelve of whom are confidered as out of 
all danger. Since its firih cftablifhment, eighty nine 
perfens have been discharged, cured ; the deaths have 
been publifhed with our daily reports. 

It is with great fatisfa&ion that we remark that al- 
though fomc of the people have been flightly affected 
with the epidemic no one has died.. 

Much to the injury of the unfortunate perfons who 
have been fent to this place, i ts circumftanccs have 
been grofsly mifreprefented. The 'fick have in confe- 
rence, in numerous inftances, fought this afylum with 
hearts aching with anxiety and defpair. 

Afcnior confuting phyflcian was early appointed to 
vifit it occafionally from this city. From its firfl efla- 
blifhment, one, and fince the 24th of Sept. two, phy- 
sicians have conftantly refided within its walls. A new 
building has been creeled during the ficknefs, and no 
txpenfe has been fpared to render the fick commodious 
and happy. A Committee from this Board have made 
frequent viflts and examination of its circumflances, 
and from time to time have witneiTed with pleafure its 
improving ftate. 

A more vigilant, humane, or attentive man was ne- 
ver appointed purveyor to an hofpital, than our late 
worthy member Mr. Frederick Steymets, whofe death 
reminds us of the lofs of our other friend and affociate, 
Dr. M. Treat, who there is reafon to fufpeel:, was alfo 
a victim to the difcharge of faithful duty. The public 
will join with us in deploring the lofs of fuch worthy 
and rcfpeclable members of fociety. 

Before we difmifs the fubjeft of the hofpital, it is 

but juft that we acknowledge our fenfe of the merit of
